Kitchen costs lowered

A new central kitchen for Lompoc 
schools is somewhat more financially 
practical, with initial cost projections of 
nearly one million reduced by about 
$125,000 the school board learned last 
night. 
A Santa Barbara architect and a Los 
Angeles food consultant have modified 
construction plans and eliminated some 
kitchen equipment to bring the cost es­ 
timate down to $763,458 — a “bare 
bones” budget, they say, but still ex­ 
ceeding by $31,000 funds currently 
available to the district for the project 
Over 50 persons filled the board room 
to hear architect Roger Phillips and food 
consultant James Donahoe defend the 
kitchen plans. The district hired them to 


draw op the plans last December Many 
were there to support a statement by Ed 
Walsh and a group of citizens that the 
district provide cold box lunches, or in­ 
vestigate ways to furnish hot meals 
w ithout having to co n stru ct a 
“monument,” the new kitchen. 
The original figure of $467,723 to con­ 
struct the kitchen had been reduced to 
$351,387, mainly by making refrigeration 
an adjunct of the kitchen, not incor­ 
porated into the building, Phillips ex­ 
plained 
Board member Karl Braun asked why 
remodeling an old building would cost 
nearly as much as constructing a new 
one Phillips said that experience and 
studies have shown that remodeling 
costs usually “substantially exceed” in­ 
itial estimates, with expensive on-site

House asked to

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 
was asked today to approve a set of non­ 
binding guidelines on how to spend $463 9 
billion in the new fiscal year that starts 
Oct 1. Somehow, the sensitive issue of 
Congressional pay raises got involved 
The House Budget Committee drafted 
targets for federal spending in 1978 and if 
they remain intact and are adopted in a 
second budget resolution by Sept 15, 
they become binding in law. 
The tentative proposals are $4.5 billion 
above President Carter’s spending plans 
and would result in a deficit of $65 8 
billion 
Committee Chairman Robert Giaimo. 
Troubleshooters 
make progress on 
plugging oil spill 


STAVANGER. Norway (UPI) - A 
d a re d e v il 
team of A m erican 
troubleshooters made “ tremendous 
progress” today in its effort to shut off a 
North Sea oil blowout, but left the rig 
after six hours for a rest, a Phillips 
Petroleum spokeman said. 
The team led by two Texas experts 
boarded the oil drilling platform in the 
midst of the North Sea today to try again 
to shut off a gusher well that went wild 
five days ago. 
The well has been blowing wild at the 
rate of 28,000 barrels a day in a plume 120 
feet high since Friday, polluting the sea 
with crude oil, gas and mud. 
The crew led by Asger “ Boots” 
Hansen and Richard “Toots” Hatteberg 
of the Red Adair Fire and Blowout Co ., 
of Houston, Tex., spent the day prepar­ 
ing for the cutoff. 
The Phillips spokesman said the crew 
members made 'tremendous progress.” 
bid were taken off the platform after six 
hours of work 
“All steps in the operation require 
fresh, well-rested people,” require 
spokesman said “Everything is going 
according to plan.” 
Haakon Blauw, a spokesman for 
Phillips, said there was no way to know 
how long it would take to rap the well 


D-Conn , conceded in opening debate 
Tuesday that Carter s energy proposals 
and an uncertain economy could boost 
both the spending level and the deficit. 
On the other hand, he said, a healthy 
economy could boost revenues and lower 
the deficit. 
Rep. Otis Pike, D-N.Y., said one way 
of saving red ink would be to cut out $7 
million in funds to rover the $13,000 a 
year pay raise Congress got March 1. 
And thè House agreed, adopting his 
amendment on a 236-179 vote. 
Pike conceded, however. “I’m not cer­ 
tain my amendment will stop the pay 
raise.” and Giaimo, opposing him, said 
“This is not the vote you say the 
American people want on the pay raise. 
Don't you dare deceive the people that it 
is. 
“All you will do is reduce the $4 billion 
for general funds in the budget by $7 
million.” said Giaimo. 
Others said, however, the vote was a 
signal to the Appropriations Committee 
that when it considers the 1978 
legislative money bill it should state 
specifically no money can be used to con­ 
tinue paying the salary increase 
Former President Ford recommended 
the 29 per cent congressional pay hike, 
along with increases for other top level 
federal officials and the judiciary. 
Neither the House or Senate voted to dis­ 
approve the raises and they automatical­ 
ly became law, 
Also in the early amending process 
Tuesday, the House voted to remove 
funds in the budget target to cover the 
$50 per person rebate proposed earlier by 
Carter as part of his economic stimulus 
package Carter also said that (Hit of 
fairness to the taxpayer his proposed 
cuts in business taxes should also be 
eliminated.

Phillips, whom the district pays $35 an 
hour plus expenses for traveling to Lom­ 
poc, was asked a few other questions by 
the board concerning the building con­ 
struction. 
Donahoe did most of the talking. He 
explained that the original figure of 
$347.277 for kitchen equipment had been 
reduced to $227.281 bv eliminating some 
items on an initially “Cadillac” list. 
(For example, a $12,000 kettle and a 
$15,000 truck were dropped.) He noted, 
however, that the reduction in equip­ 
ment would require more labor and 
mean more wear and tear on the remain­ 
ing equipment. 
The equipment list had been prepared 
under the assumption that the state, ad­ 
ministering funds for the federally man­ 
dated school lunch program, would pay 
for all desired equipment. As district 
Business Manager Joe Carlin has ex­ 
plained. over 200 school districts in 
California applied for similar funding, so 
the state finally granted Lompoc only a 
flat $200,000 
Donahoe said that even if the district 
provided only cold lunches, schools lack 
the necessary refrigeration and dry 
storage space. He added that students 
would quickly tire of cold box lunches, 
“participation would drop, and then 
you’d really be in trouble ” 
Board President Barbara Berg noted 
that in a 1973 survey about 67 per cent of 
the responding district parents said they 
would like a hot lunch program in the 
schools. A few other citizens, including 
Alberta Morgan, stated last night their 
support for school-provided nutritional 
meals for students. 
Superintendent Clarence Bloom 
acknowledged .the element of risk in­ 
volved in starting the program, but 
reminded the board that it already ap­ 
proved last June a central kitchen and 
pre-packaged lunch plan, and that Senate 
Bill 120 requires the program to start by 
July I this year. “We’re way behind,” 
Bloom said, “We’re obligated to provide 
something as soon as we can provide it.” 
“We didn’t know all the facts back 
then,“ board member Robert Coe 
responded “I'm not willing to spend the 
money on this without further study.” 
The board, however, did not direct 
either Phillips or Donahoe to research 
other ways to implement the lunch 
program. 
Business manager Carlin has already 
reported to the board that contracting 
with a private vendor, as Ed Walsh 
suggested, would not be managerially 
best for the district or most economical 
in the long run. 
After the meeting, Carlin also said that 
he had contacted Vandenberg Air Force 
Base about using kitchens there, as 
Walsh suggested, but had “found no 
facilities available that could be used by 
the district year round ” 
Carlin said he'll be preparing a recom­ 
mendation on the lunch program for ac­ 
tion by the board at its next meeting. 
In other business, the board approved 
the district's offering of the Random 
House Structural Reading Program, as 
an alternative for {»rents to the Initial 
Teaching Alphabet (ITA) method. 
The new program uses a phonetic 
method, but the conventional alphabet. 
Board member Jack Helman was ab­ 
sent. 


Tax cut 
killed by 
Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
today killed a Republican attempt to in­ 
sert a $7.9 billion-a-year additional tax 
cut into the pending tax reduction bill. 
The GOP defeat came on a party line 
vote. Democrats were so confident of the 
outcome that they could not find enough 
speakers to fill the final hour of their 
alloted debate time. 
Senate Finance Committee Chairman 
Russell Long, D-La., warned before the 
vote that President Carter would veto 
the bill if the permanent tax cut sur­ 
vived, and that any cut in the bill now 
might damage later attempts at tax 
reform. 
The GOP amendment, sponsored by 
Sens. John Danforth, R-Mo , and Jacob 
Javits, R-N.Y , would have cut tax rates 
on the first $20,000 of taxable income. 
That would have given everyone a tax 
cut while concentrating relief in middle 
and low income groups. It would have 
partially made up for individual $50 tax 
rebates withdrawn by Carter. 
Both Danforth and Javits argued that 
their proposal would have given tax­ 
payers only three or four years of relief 
before inflation robbed them of it by 
pushing them into higher tax brackets. 
“People have their taxes raised every 
year simply because they are pushed into 
a higher bracket,” said Danforth. 


Non-proliferation 
program outlined 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Praident 
Carter today proposed a “strong and ef­ 
fective” nuclear non-proliferation law to 
put sales of atomic materials under in­ 
ternational control and restrict exports 
of materials or technology that could be 
used for weapons. 
The President’s personal approval 
would be needed to export more than 33 
pounds of enriched uranium — just 
enough to make a modem atomic bomb 
Carter criticized a non-proliferation 
proposal already pending in Congress 
saying it “could force an immediate 
moratorium on our nuclear exports, 
adversely affecting certain allies whose 
cooperation is needed if we are to 
achieve our ultimate objective of non­ 
proliferation.” 
The bill Carter proposed in a message 
to Congress would ban exports of nuclear 
reprocessing plants which could enrich 
uranium to the point where it could be 
used for weapons. 
U would ban new agreements to export 
highly enriched (weapons grade) 
uranium and plutonium, and, a fact sheet 
said, “require direct presidential ap­ 
proval for any supply of highly enriched 
uranium greater than 15 kilograms (the 
approximate amount needed for a 
bomb).” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It was a clif- 
fhanger, but now only formalities re­ 
main before Congress sends President 
Carter the $4 billion public works jobs 
bill he wants for his economic recovery 
program. 
The measure, which sponsors say will 
create 300,000 construction jobs in local 
public works projects and 300.000 more 
indirectly, was delayed seven weeks in a 
legislative dispute over clean water. 
It was freed Tuesday when House and 
Senate negotiators agreed to untangle 
the jobs and water issues and handle 
them separately. 
The jobs bill now goes to the House and 
Senate for routine final passage, perhaps 
by Friday, then to Carter for signature. 
The President said he was “highly 
pleased.” 
Clean water issues will take longer. 
Senators plan summer hearings, and 
aides say it will be a race to see whether 
new legislation can be drafted and 
argued out with the House before Oc­ 
tober, when some 34 states will have run 
out of federal money to build new sewage 
treatment plants. 
Back in March, in an effort to prevent 
that. Sen. Edmund Muskie, D-Maine, 
persuaded the Senate to attach to its ver­ 
sion of the jobs bill a $9 billion extension 
of these anti-pollution funds. 
The House delayed the jobs conference 
three weeks in order to add its own $17 
billion clean water bill, containing policy 
changes which Muskie and many en­ 
vironmentalists opposed. 
The House bill provided for delays into 
the early 1980’s of new environmental 
requirements scheduled to begin in July, 
dealing with municipal and industrial 
sewage treatment and with the dredging 
and filling of small streams and their 
adjacent wetlands. 
It also would have returned some en­ 
vironmental powers from the federal 
government to the states and changed a 
plan to finance sewage treatm ent 
operating costs through user fees — on 
the theory that those who pollute should 
pay — to one relying on general property 
taxes. 
House negotiators wanted to separate 
the job and water issues from the beginn­ 
ing. Muskie refused, saying that would 
cost Maine this summer's sewage plant 
construction and lose the state more jobs 
than it would get from the jobs bill. It is 
among the first states to run out of funds 
During seven negotiating sessions the 
senators gradually were forced to make 
more and more environmental conces­ 
sions to the House. 
Trade deficit 
hits record 
high in March 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 
States registered a record $2.4 billion 
trade deficit in March, largely due to a 22 
per cent increase in petroleum 
purchases, the Commerce Department 
reported today. 
It was the third consecutive month a 
new deficit record was established, com­ 
merce said. The deficit for the first 
quarter of 1977 was $5.9 billion, which 
equaled the deficit for all of 1976. 
The March deficit of $2.387 billion ex­ 
ceeded the previous record of $1.86f 
billion set in February by nearly 28 per 
cent, the Commerce Department said. 
A spokesman for the American 
Petroleum Institute said the sharp in­ 
crease in oil imports in March was due to 
petroleum companies replenishing sup­ 
plies depleted during extreme cold 
weather in January and early February 
in the East, South and Midwest. 
The unusually cold winter weather 
pushed petroleum imports 36 per cent 
higher in the January-March quarter 
compared to the same penod in 1976 The 
cost of the purchased oil during the 
quarter was $3.5 billion above a year ago, 
an increase of almost 50 per cent. 
Imports in March totaled $12.4 billion, 
the highest ever recorded. It was the 
first time the United States has bought 
more than $12 billion worth of foreign 
goods in one month. 


On Tuesday Muskie, according to an 
aide, decided any more concessions 
would mean paying too high a price in en­ 
vironmental damage, and he agreed for 
the first time to separate the issues. 
No-growth 
poll to 
be taken

Lompoc Valley real estate interests 
have called a meeting for next Tuesday 
at 2 p.m. in Lompoc Library to poll local 
opposition to the no-growth proposal of 
First District Supervisor David Yager 
There are overtones of the county split 
in the action and several real estate 
figures say they are committed to get­ 
ting the county split question on the 
ballot for a vote of the people. 
At the same time these same interests 
made it clear that their immediate and 
perhaps their major concern is with the 
impact on the economy of a one per cent 
growth factor. 
Tuesday’s meeting is the outgrowth of 
a meeting last Monday in Lompoc that 
brought together four local real estate 
figures with Santa Maria trucking ex­ 
ecutive George Smith. Smith has 
sparked the split drive in the Santa 
Maria area 
With Smith were Clay 
Denson. John Duffey, Tom Green and 
Carol Wright, representatives of Harley 
Craig, who couldn’t be there because of a 
conflict of engagements. It was Craig, 
alone, out of the estimated dozen Lom­ 
poc realty people attending a crucial 
county split meeting in Santa Maria last 
week, who donated money to aid the 
cause 
The local effort began in Lompoc more 
than a week ago according to reports 
when the Lompoc Valley Board of 
Realtors asked Duffey to be a committee 
of one to look into the impact on the 
economy of the threatened one per cent 
growth lid. 
Duffey says he is to report back to the 
realtors at a meeting next month. 
Duffey and Denson said they are com­ 
mitted to getting the county split ques­ 
tion on the ballot for a vote. Both, 
however, also said that they are unsure 
at this time how they would vote, for or 


"We have a different set of problems 
in Lompoc than Santa Maria,” Duffey 
said. “We should get enough names on 
the petitions and get it on the ballot. 
That’s what I’m pushing for. 
“If I learned at this point that people 
were in it just for the county split now I’d 
pull out of it,” Duffey added 
The group of four have asked local ac­ 
countant A1 Walker to serve as 
moderator for next Tuesday's meeting. 
Walker told the Record he has not made 
up his mind about the county split 
proposal and will need a lot more facts 
before he will make up his mind 
Denson said they hope to attract a 
broad cross-section of representatives to 
the meeting “We re trying to get in­ 
dustry representatives, representatives 
of the retail merchants, labor unions 
such as the Teamsters and operating 
engineers, realtors, auto dealers and 
bankers.” He said he didn’t know if 
anybody had yet committed themselves 
to attend the Tuesday meeting Denson 
said that once the issue is on the ballot, 
the opponents and proponents will spend 
$5 to $6 million in an educational cam­ 
paign “I’m committed to getting it on 
the ballot,” he said and added, “The key 
ingredient is to get the petitions cir­ 
culated ” 
Denson said the action was vital to the 
real estate industry. 
The interviews with Lompoc realty 
figures came late Wednesday. Earlier in 
the day. Smith, also by telephone, told 
the Record. “I'm hellbent in keeping out 
of Lompoc 
TTiere’s a certain head- 
knocking between the two areas.” He 
said “Lompoc people would have to sell 
the split proposal on their own ”

extended to Jan. '79

The City of Lompoc's application for a 
reservoir to be built on Salsipuedes 
Creek has been extended to Jan. 1, 1979, 
City Attorney Alan Davidson learned to-, 
day. 
The decision, on a 3-2 vote by the State 
Water Resources Control Board, went 
contrary to the state's policy in such 
matters, Davidson noted 
“They bent over backward to help us, 
and I am appreciative of their 
willingness to do this,” he said. 
Last summer the board called on the 
city to give a time schedule for the En­ 
vironmental Impact Report on the 
project and the city advised that it was 
still awaiting an updated report on the 
Bureau of Reclamation records in the 
area. 
The report, which is being prepared by 
the engineering firm of Bookman- 
Edmonston, had been expected by 
September of last year but was held up 
because of a county study on cloud- 
seeding 
When the report did not emerge as 
scheduled, the state set the permit ap­ 
plication for cancellation hearing. 
Davidson attended the hearing in 
Sacramento earlier this month and 
briefed the board an the status of the 
report, what is going on with water in the 
county and why the city needed more 


time on the matter. 
“They gave me a very good reception 
and said they understood our problems, 
but pointed out that they were bound by 
law to process applications in a 
reasonable period of time,” Davidson 
said afterward 
“Our application is more than 3Mi 
years old and despite their sympathy 
with our problems, the outlook was not 
encouraging at that time," he added The 
decision on the cancellation order was 
set for April 21. 
The extension to Jan. 1, 1979 will give 
the city an opportunity to consider the 
outcome of a November, 1978, election 
on state water bonds for this area in its 
EIR. 
“For our environmental report, we 
have to consider whether we have state 
water as an alternate,” Davidson said 
“If we don’t have the bond money to br­ 
ing in state water, Salsipuedes becomes 
very important to us.” 
Had the board decision gone in the 
other direction, it would not have 
represented any immediate disaster, 
Davidson said. The city could have filed 
another application in the future, but the 
amount spent in developing the first ap­ 
plication would have been lost and it 
would have cost between $500 and $1,000 
to file a new one he said

informed by Fourth District 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund. of 
Lompoc 
County Farm Bureau Presi* 
dent James Marchiando Jr had 
called on the supervisors to sup­ 
port the farm bureau position of 
having the agricultural land 
«ought by the state remain in 
private ownership and kept on 
the tax rolls 
Marchiando informed 
the 
board that the state was con­ 
templating buying about 235 
seres of farmland in front of 
the Mission, in Lompoc Valley. 


This contrasted with an 
earlier statement from State 
Sen Omer L Rains’ office that 


10 parcels totaling about 215 
acres was being eyed by the 


state to add 
to the Mission 
Park. 
Farm Bureau officials argued 
the rural and pastoral environ­ 
ment adjacent to the Mission 
could be maintained if the pre­ 
sent agricultural interests 
maintained ownership 
Farm 
Bureau secretary Robert Hunt 
said the Rivaldi dairy farming 
property and other farm units 
were involved 


Hedlund said Sen Rains was 
working on the problem with 
Assemblyman Gary Hart and 
that Hedlund and Rivaldi were 
also in on the discussions.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - An 
urban family of four needs an 
annual income of $10,041 just to 
maintain a low-budget standard 
of living, 4.7 per cent more than 
it needed in autumn, 1975, the 
U.S. Labor Department said. 
The new calcu latio n s, 
tabulated on prices and taxes 
for autumn, 1976, and released 
Tuesday, show an urban family 
of four needs $16,236 to main­ 
tain a moderate standard of liv­ 
ing and $23,759 to live on a 
higher standard. 
Costs for a family with a 
moderate standard of living 
rose 6 per cent in the year 
ended last autumn, and 6.6 per 
cent for a family on the higher 
standard. 
The budgets are devised by 
the Labor Department for a 
hypothetical family of four — a 
38-year-old man employed full 
time a non-working wife, a son, 
13, and a daughter, 8. 
The department also calcu­ 
lates budgets for other types of 
families. It said a husband and 
wife under 35 with no children 
needed $6,060 to maintain a 
moderate standard of living, 
and a single person needed 
$4,330. 
For the family of four, the 
department said, food was the 
biggest expense, costing $3,859 
annually on a moderate budget. 
Housing at the moderate level 
cost $3,843 and medical care 
$900. 
The department said home­ 
owner costs had increased 10 
per cent since autumn, 1975, on 
a house bought six years 
earlier, and renter costs were 
up 5.5 per cent on a moderate 
budget. Medical care cost 9.5 
per cent more and transporta­ 
tion 9.7 per cent. 
Families living in metropoli­ 
tan, areas paid more to main­ 
tain any standard of living than 
those in non-metropolitan 
areas, the study showed. And 
those living in the northeast and 
Midwest paid more than those 
living in the South. 
A family of four in Boston, for 
example, needed $19,384 for a 
moderate standard of living 
while those in Atlanta needed 
$14,830 and those in Dallas 
$14,699 
In San Francisco, a moderate 
living standard for a family of 
four cost $17,200 and in Los 
Angeles $16,016 In Milwaukee 
it cost $17,307, in Chicago, 
$16,561 and in Detroit $16,514. 
Employes 
forced to

WASHINGTON (U PI) - CIA 
director Stansfield Turner has 
forced the resignation of two 
agency employes for “ endan­ 
gering” the organization with 
unauthorized activities, a 
spokesman said today. 
Turner, who took over as CIA 
director two months ago, said 
in a statement “ there is no 
suggestion of a conspiracy” in 
the activities of two employes 
in assisting former CIA agents 
in “ unauthorized activity 
(which) cannot and will not be 
tolerated” 
The statement did not identi­ 
fy the two employes who were 
described by the spokesman as 
“ not supergrades,” nor were 
any details supplied on the 
nature of their actions. 
Notices of Turner s action 
were posted on bulletin boards 
of the CIA headquarters Tues­ 
day and the CIA director 
arranged to address CIA per­ 
sonnel at agency headquarters 
today to explain his action. 
Turner, a Navy admiral ap­ 
pointed to the CIA post by 
President Carter, was to testify 
before a previously scheduled 
hearing of the Senate Intelli­ 
gence Committee The commit­ 
tee is beginning a series of 
hearings on budgets for intelli­ 
gence agencies to determine 
what, if anything, can be made 
public. 


The Washington Post today 
reported the two employes 
were dismissed for providing 
assistance to a former agency 
operative allegedly selling ex­ 
plosive devices overseas. 


The newspaper said the 
employes introduced Edwin P. 
Wilson, a former CIA agent now

Carter welfare reform near 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President Carter will unveil 
“ dramatic and fundamental” welfare reform recommenda­ 
tions early next week, the White House announced today. 
The administration is reported to be considering a 
guaranteed annual income for poor families. 
White House Press Secretary Jody Powell said Carter will 
personally discuss a timetable for consideration of welfare 
legislation with Democratic legislative leaders over the next 
few days. 
Senate Democratic Leader Robert Byrd of West Virginia 
earlier warned that sweeping welfare legislation probably 
could not be considered until next year. Carter held a 2Vfe 
hour Cabinet-level session Tuesday with HEW Secretary 
Joseph Califano briefing those present on welfare reform op­ 
tions. Additional meetings are planned later this week. 


Today’s announcement said Carter termed the proposals 
“ dramatic and fundamental” and “ reaffirmed his commit­ 
ment to welfare reform as a major priority of his adminis­ 
tration.” 
The guaranteed income proposal, previously submitted by 
President Richard Nixon in his first administration, passed 


the House but never got through the Senate 
Carter had stated several times he would announce his 
welfare reform program on May 1. But there were reports 
the timetable had slipped. 
“ The President will present recommendations for welfare 
reform early next week.” Powell said. 
The White House said that Tuesday’s meeting on the 
welfare reforms was also attended by Treasury Secretary 
Michael Blumenthal, Labor Secretary Ray Marshall, Budget 
Director Bert Lance and Chairman Charles Schultze of the 
Council of Economic Advisers. 
On another matter. Carter met today with members of the 
Ohio and Kentucky congressional delegations who came 
away encouraged that the president will stand by a cam­ 
paign commitment to expand a Portsmouth, Ohio, nuclear 
plant. 
But Carter told the group he has not decided yet whether 
or not to shift the extra energy workload to the nuclear plant 
at Oak Ridge, Tenn 
, , 
, 
Carter also was launching today a series of luncheon 
meetings with Federal Reserve Board chairman Arthur 
Burns and his economic advisers.

Warning given by Kelley 
on Red industrial spies 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - FBI 
Director Clarence Kelley said 
today Communist-bloc spies 
seek industrial as well as state 
and m ilitary secrets, and 
warned Americans against 
aiding them through greed or 
naivete. 
Kelley said scientists and 
businessm en must guard 
against becoming victims or 
profit-seeking collaborators in 
this "technological espionage.” 
The “agents,” he h M. could 
be any Communist-bloc official, 
whose numbers in this country 
increased 50 per cent in the last 
four years, or any business and 
cultural visitor, whose numbers 
have doubled 


“ More and more, foreign in­ 
telligence services are direct­ 
ing their operations toward 
bridging the industrial gap 


between the United States and 
Communist-bloc 
nations,” 
Kelley said 
"They aim to recruit our 
scientific personnel, steal our 
research and development tech­ 
nology and develop information 
on the economic policies of the 
United States,” he said 
In a speech prepared for a 
Washington Club luncheon. 
Kelley said the foreign agents, 
many on otherwise legitimate 
v isits. use theft, coercion and 
manipulation, and capitalize on 
both greed and naivete of U S 
citizens. 
“ I am speaking of loss, by 
theft, coercion and manipula­ 
tion of information affecting 
our national interests and 
security.” Kelley said. “ I am 
describing a need for patriot­ 
ism over profit, knowledge over 
naivete.” 


"I ask you, your families, and 
each American, to give us (the 
F B I) your support and coopera­ 
tion in this vital area of our 
responsibilities,” he said. 
Recruiting an American who 
can help them is “ the prized, ul­ 
timate goal" and the foreign 
agents continually watch for 
chances to obligate, entrap, 
tempt or intim idate U.S. 
citizens here and abroad, 
Kelley said 
H e said anyone who is ap ­ 
proached should contact the 
FBI. even if the matter appears 
trivial. 
“ Once the business person or 
scientist submits to intimida­ 
tion. once the engineer has ac­ 
cepted money for information, 
he has crossed the line.” Kelley 
warned 
“ He has become 
enmeshed in a foreign in­ 
telligence network." 


Basic 
matter 
discovered 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
little glass bottle labeled 5T-2 
holds what may be the only 
known quark in the world. 
A quark, in theory, is the 
basic constituent of matter. 
The first evidence suggesting it 
exists was reported Tuesday by 
Stanford University physicist 
William Fairbank. 
The quark may be represent­ 
ed by what appears to be an 
electric charge one-third that of 
an electron on a tiny ball of the 
metal niobium. Up to now, the 
sm allest known electric 
charges are those of the 
electron and proton, each with 
a single negative or positive 
unit of charge. 
Fairbank told the annual 
meeting of the American 
Physical Society he and gradu­ 
ate student George LaRue 
measured the fractional charge 
in two of eight niobium balls 
one-quarter the size of the ball 
of a ballpoint pen. The charges 
were measured using complex 
laboratory techniques in which 
the balls float in magnetic field 
at a very low temperature. 
One ball lost its charge after 
the initial measurement but the 
second ball has held a one-third 
charge since Feb. 15. LaRue 
stores the ball in a little glass 
bottle at the Stanford lab and 
three separate measurements 
confirmed the charge still ex­ 
isted 
Fairhank emphasized at a 
news conference that a frac­ 
tional charge does not prove the 
existence of a quark. 
“ It's just as interesting if 
they’re something else because 
up until now there hasn’t been 
any. other charge in nature but

In a speech prepared for a 
ceremony at American Univer­ 
sity, Hussein said openly for the 
first time that Jordan accepts 
the idea of a confederation with 
a homeland for Palestinan 
Arabs on the west bank of the

Hussein said Tuesday the con­ 
federation idea “ appears to be 
emerging” in his talks. He told 
a news conference Jordan 
would not yield any territory on 
the river’s east bank, and said 
the Palestinians must retain 
the right of self determination. 
In the speech. Hussein said: 
“ We in Jordan support the right 
of the Palestinian people to self 
determination in their own 
homeland We are ready to es­ 
tablish strong ties with the 
Palestinian national entity on a 
voluntary and brotherly basis.”

— Triumphant government 
forces are pushing toward the 
Angolan border and ranking 
Zairean officers say they ex­ 
pect little resistance from 
retreating rebels who invaded 
southern Zaire seven weeks 
ago.

OAKLAND (U P I) - The 
Public Utilities Commission 
ordered mandatory rationing 
for parts or all of five Northern 
California counties Tuesday 
while the East Bay Municipal 
Utility District ordered new 
cutbacks for most of its 
customers. 
Concerned over California's 
continuing drought, the East 
Bay directors voted to increase 
current mandatory rationing 
from 25 to 35 per cent and 
warned even further reductions 
may be ordered. 
The current allotment for 
East Bay's 1.1 million custom­ 
ers of 280 gallons a day per 
household, including 100 gallons 
for outdoor watering, will be 
reduced to 225 gallons with only 
75 gallons for outside use. 
Households with more than 
three occupants can get an ad­ 
ditional 35 gallons on written 
request. 
The PUC order affects Placer 
and Tuolumne Counties, parts 
of Calaveras County near 
Angels Camp, and the area 
around Jackson in Amador 
County in addition to five water 
districts in San Mateo County. 
In San Mateo County, custom­ 
ers in the affected districts will 
be limited to 75 per cent of the

water they used in 1976 while 
the cutbacks ordered for the 
Mother Lode counties range 
from 25 to 50 per cent. 
The PUC order carries 
penalties of fines or water 
cutoffs for violations. 


In another drought-related 
development, more than 200 
angry restaurant operators in 
Marin County, where strict 
rationing has been in effect, 
gathered at the headquarters of 
the Marin Municipal Water 
District to complain about their 
soaring water bills. 


Restaurants violating ration­ 
ing requirements must pay ex­ 
tra charges for the excess and 
some two month water bills 
have been in the thousands of 
dollars. 


Restaurant operators led by 
Sausalito Mayor Sally Stanford, 
whose Valhalla restaurant had 
a two-month water bill of 
81.300, complained Marin resi­ 
dents were eating out more in­ 
stead of using water to prepare 
and clean up their own meals. 
Some said business was up 
four to five times over last year 
and many tourists were using 
restaurant restroom s. J. 
Gordon Zack. vice president of 
Zack’s restaurant in Sausalito 
urged the water district offi­ 
cials to consider an additional 
five gallons per customer allot­ 
ment for the restaurants. 
District director J. Dietrich 
Stroeh said he would have his 
staff investigate and report to 
the district directors on the 
situation.

The shows will be 
carried by about 135 television 
stations and several radio sta­ 
tions, a spokesman for Frost’s 
Paradine Productions said. 
At first, sponsors were reluc­ 
tant to have their names linked 
with Nixon’s, the spokesman 
conceded, but more sponsors 
are signing up as the broadcast 
dates approach. 
Weeks of taping for the 
programs concluded last week 


at a secluded South Laguna. 
Calif., home. The sessions were 
moved from Nixon’s San 
Clemente estate because the 
LORAN navigation signal 
broadcast by the neighboring 
Coast Guard station interfered 
with the television equip­ 
ment. 


Nixon and Frost talked in 
easy chairs flanking a coffee 
table in front of a fireplace.

DAVIS (U PI) — An Iraqi stu­ 
dent at the University of 
California’s Davis campus has 
been accused of shooting two 
students to death in their apart­ 
ment and attempting to gun 
down another. 
Khalid Al-Amin, 34, a doctori- 
al candidate from Baghdad. 
Iraq, was arrested Tuesday 
while running with a pistol in 
his hand near the scene of the 
early morning slayings. 
He later was arraigned and 
pleaded innocent to charges of 
murder and assault with a 
deadly weapon. 
Police refused to discuss a 
motive for the slayings of the 
two Sudanese students except 
to say killings were not related 
to either drugs or politics. But a 
source close to the case said Al- 
Amin was upset over campus 
talk of his "personal life.” 
Omar Shebani. a member of 
an Arab campus organization to 
which Al-Almin and the three 
students belonged, said the four 
were friendly toward each 
other. "Nobody knows what the 
problem was.” Shebani said. 
"They never fought before ’’ 
The dead men were identified 


as Ali Ahmed Ibrahim. 33, who 
recently completed his doctor­ 
ate degree in microbiology, and 
Saladheldin Ahmen Hamid, 29. 
a plant physiology student 
whose father is a former direc­ 
tor of the ministry of education 
in Khartoum. 
Police said Hamid was shot 
twice with a 22-caliber pistol 
when he answered the door to 
his apartment. Ibrahim was 
shot twice in bed. 
According to officers, the 
suspect then went to the apart­ 
ment across the street of 
another student, Faisal Ghiz 
Habasha. 26. from Iraq, and 
fired "point blank" at Habasha 
when he opened his door but 
missed. Habasha slammed the 
door and called police. 
Two policemen who heard the 
shots said they saw a man with 
a pistol running down the stairs 
from Habasha’s apartment. 
They said Al-Amin dropped the 
gun and shouted. "Don’t shoot 
me." 
Al-Amin. studying soil scien­ 
ces. was supposed to take his 
doctorate qualifying examina­ 
tion next week

Hayakawa. who gained 
fame as president of San Fran­ 
cisco State College during the 
turbulent student strike of the 
late 1960s. was rated at 79 per 
cent followed by Cranston at 66 
per cent. Younger at 67 per cent 
and state Treasurer Jesse 
Unruh at 61 per cent. 
Former State Controller 
Houston Flournoy, the GOP 
gubernatorial candidate in 1974, 
had a 52 per cent recognition 
factor and Los Angeles Police 
Chief Edward Davis had 34 per 
cent while Lt. Gov. Mervin 
Dvmally had only 31 per cent. 
Surprisingly, only one of four

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Committee approves bill to tap telephone lines on crime cases 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Police for the first time would 
be permitted to tap telephones 
in investigations of drug cases 
and organized crime under 
legislation which has gained un­ 
anim ous approval from a 
Senate committee 
The Judiciary Committee 
Tuesday approved two bills 
(SB684-SB64) by Sen. George 
Deukmejian, R-Long Beach, on 
separate 6-0 votes. They were 
later consolidated into one 
measure which was sent to the 
Finance Committee. 
Deukmejian argued the au­ 


thority to use wiretaps was 
badly needed by law enforce­ 
ment to curb what he described 
as a growing flood of illegal 
drugs and the spread of mob 
crimes Into California. 
The measure would allow use 
of electronic eavesdropping 
devices only if approved by a 
judge and only for a 10-day 
period. A judge would be 
prohibited from issuing such 
orders unless police could show 
they exhausted all other means 
of gathering evidence. 
In addition, the bill would 
require officials to notify 


persons that their conversa­ 
tions had been recorded. 
Criminal and civil penalities 
would be provided for misuse of 
the information gathered. 
The lone witness against the 
legislation, Gary Goodpaster of 
the state Public Defender’s Of­ 
fice, argued the existing federal 
wiretapping law was seldom ef­ 
fective and frequently abused. 
Goodpaster cited a case in 
which federal investigators 
recorded 501 conversations. Of 
those, he said, 71 involved a 
babysitter and 41 more were 
with attorneys and therefore

Sheriff budget cuts scored 


A call for support requested 
by Sgt. John Delagrave, com­ 
mander of the Solvang sheriff’s 
station, that the county board of 
supervisors reinstate budget 
cuts and that the level of ser­ 
vice provided by the sheriff’s 
department in the Santa Ynez 
Valley be restored has the solid 
backing of the Solvang Business 
Assn 
Delagrave told the SB A the 
supervisors 
had eliminated 
between $100,000 and $150,000 
from the current budget for 
sheriff’s services with a recom­ 
m endation by County Ad­ 
ministrative Officer Raymond 
B. Johnson that positions 
eliminated not be funded next 
year. 
The head of the Solvang office 


of the sheriff’s department said 
the Solvang station has a com­ 
plement of seven officers and 
himself, with the possibility 
“ we could lose one more.” 


He said. “ We can’t operate 
the office 24 hours a day, seven 
d ay s a week with seven 
people.” 


He said 
a ratio concept 
adopted for sheriff’s services 
throughout the county was one 
deputy for every 1,200 people. A 
ccording to county planning 
department figures, Delagrave 
said, the Santa Ynez Valley is 
increasing in population by 531 
a year and that the present pop­ 
ulation of the valley is 12.912. 
It was his contention that un­ 
der the 1 to 1,200 ratio, “ our of­ 


fice would be entitled to 11 of­ 
ficers.” 
He pointed out that the 
burglary rate was held down 
last year, with 127 such cases 
investigated by his office 
between Jan. 1 and Dec. 31. 
1976. With a cut in personnel, 
Delagrave predicted a rise in 
the burglary rate in the area. 
Delagrave claimed the Santa 
Ynez Valley is “ being short 
changed by the county’’ for 
police protection, and said the 
administrator failed to consider 
the great influx of visitors to 
the area which Delagrave said 
swelled the population during 
the peak summer months to 
25.000 to 30,000 people in 
Solvang alone. 
He also pointed out that his 


office was responsible for the 
“ back country with its 5,500 
cam psites,” as well as the 
Figueroa Mountain area. 
Delagrave said he had 12 
reserve deputies under his com­ 
mand. but pointed out that they 
“ work strictly as volunteers.” 
SBA members endorsed a 
suggestion by Delagrave that 
the group write Supervisor 
Robert Hedlund asking that the 
level of service be restored to 
the 1 to 1.200 ration and “ that at 
least the two positions cut be 
restored.” 
He declared, too, that a 
decrease in sheriff’s manpower 
in the valley would mean “ clos­ 
ing the office doors at 2 a.m. 
with an officer on call at his 
home.”

Panel previews parking problems 


As a prelude to a public 
meeting called by the Solvang 
M u n icip al 
Im p ro v e m e n t 
District for Thursday at 8 p m 
in the SMID center to discuss 
the town's parking problems 
and the formation of a joint 
four-member 
SMID-Solvang 
Business Assn study commit­ 
tee. Daryl Nielsen brought SBA 
members up to date Monday 
night on plans to develop a site 
for the parking of tour buses. 
N ie lse n , who h as been 
designated as one of the two 
representatives from the SBA 
on the proposed joint study 
co m m itte e , p re fa c e d his 
lengthy presentation by stating 
he came with “ both good and 
bad news ” 


He also called at the outset of 
his talk for a large turnout of 
the business community at the 
Thursday night meeting at 
which he said parking, in­ 
cluding tour buses, traffic flow 
and p o ssib le r e g u la to r y 
measures, will be aired. 


He reported that in response 
to a request from 
SMID. 
County Transportation Director 
Leland Stew ard had told 
Nielsen he will assign Keith 
Franklin, chief traffic engineer 


of the county, to help with the 
traffic flow and parking lot 
usage study. 
Nielsen said that the county 
had conducted core tests in the 
drive area of the Veterans 
Memorial Building, a portion of 
which had been suggested for 
the parking of tour buses, and 
that results showed that the 
one-inch black top-gravel sur­ 
face was not of sufficient 
strength to handle 20 buses a 
day. County officials said the 
surface, according to Nielsen 
would break down in one or two 
weeks with constant turning 
and maneuvering of the buses. 
Nielsen said he had obtained 
figures which show that crea­ 
tion of an 18.600 foot parking 
area for buses in the west end of 
the Memorial Building property 
would be about $12,000 
He pointed out that the im­ 
proved space would be subject 
to use limitations by the county 
when the premises were being 
utilized for special events. He 
said the use would also be sub­ 
ject to responsibility for upkeep 
and repair. 
Nielsen also offered another 
suggested site for the parking 
of the buses He said a 12.000 
lineal feet area south of the 


Duff Ranch driveway along 
Alisal Road to “ the bluff.” 
would be utilized and would 
provide space for 25 buses.

Brown visits mentally disabled

SAN JOSE (UPI) - Gov. Ed­ 
mund G Brown Jr.’s latest ex­ 
cursion to “the backwaters of 
society” has taken him to 
Agnews State Hospital to touch 
hands with mentally disabled 
youngsters. 
The trip Tuesday was one of 
several the governor made 
recently in his effort to focus 
attention on the state’s 11 men­ 
tal hospitals and enlist citizen 
volunteers to work with resi­ 
dents of the facilities. 
After the tour, Brown told a 
volunteer awards ceremony at­ 
tended by several hundred that 
the volunteer “program is a 
bridge for the community into 
something that many people 
just simply don’t want to talk 
about, don’t want to hear 
about.” 
“They (the mentally disa­ 
bled) are human.” he said. 
“We re all the same species 
They’re us in just a slightly dif­ 
ferent form " 
Agnews is a 950-resident 
facility for developmentally 


disabled and retarded persons 
and one of the first hospitals 
where his volunteer program 
was implemented. Hospital 
staffers call their charges resi­ 
dents rather than patients 
because they are not sick. 
As Brown talked with resi­ 
dents. he often held their hands. 
He showed little of the social 
stiffness he sometimes has 
when meeting people on the 
street or at an airport. 
The 39-year-old governor 
talked with severely disabled 
young residents, some taken 
onto sunshine-bathed lawns in 
wheelchairs and a gurney. 
In another area, teen-aged 
and adult residents gave him 
mother’s day cards they had 
made and he promised to "take 
all these to my mother.’ He 
told one resident he personally 
would answer letters sent to 
him in Sacramento. 
At one point, Brown talked 
with physical therapist Sue 
Smithson who told him she was 
one of only two at Agnews and 


she wanted more help. He 
listened sympathetically. 
Brown, expected to seek a se­ 
cond term next year, flew to 
San Jose with two aides aboard 
a com m ercial airliner and 
returned to Sacramento in the 
afternoon. 
The governor has shown 
strong interest in the state’s 
11 mental hospitals, having 
visited several during past 
months, some unarfhounced He 
plans to visit troubled Met­ 
ropolitan H ospital in Los 
Angeles on Thursday. 


At the awards ceremony for 
volunteers in the San Jose area. 
Brown exhorted his audience to 
step up their efforts and said 
their work was a way to halt 
government growth and in­ 
creased taxes 
“Volunteerism is a very im­ 
portant ingredient in the sur­ 
vival of this country as a free 


people,” he declared. 
“Volunteerism is not a lux­ 
ury. It's a necessity for a 
civilized society that wants to 
truly meet its human needs. 
“There are certain needs and 
obligations in the community 
that need to be taken care of 
and if you don’t do them.” 
Brown said, “then inevitably, 
government will take the path 
and assume those obligations. 
“One strategy is to get a bill, 
a tax and more people on the 
public payroll. And the problem 
with that is that the power and 
the decisions are moving up to 
Sacramento, over to Washing- 
ton.”

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Manure moguls win and lose 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) — A 12- 
year-old manure mogul showed 
up in cowboy hat and boots for 
his date with the tax men and 
learned what older busines­ 
smen might have told him. 
They can TOO get you coming 
and going. 
But Richard Cessna Jr. and 
his corporate board — his kid 
sisters — scored half a victory: 
They will pay sales taxes cm 
some future sales, but they 
don’t owe a big bill for un­ 
collected back taxes and 
penalties. 
“ I’m happy about it,” the 
youngster grinned. “The men 
were very nice to us.” 
Richard is president of Kidco 
Inc., and “ the men” were of­ 
ficials of the state Board of 
Equalization. 
The average 12-year-old is not 
likely to be hauled before tax 
officials, but Richard's Kidco is 
not the average child’s fling at 
business — it’s not in the tradi­ 
tion of the corner lemonade 
stand. 
It is incorporated in the 
Cayman Island for tax purposes 
and takes in about $1.000 a 
month — 13.000 when business 
is good 
Kidco’s main business is 
recycling manure. Richard, 
two sisters and a half sister 
have contracts to clean 110 
stables their father operates at 
Ramona 
They compost the 
manure and sawdust mixture 
and sell it as fertilizer to a golf 
course, new home owners, 
nurseries and others. 
They also have contracts to 
kill gophers at $1 a head and to 
clean streets. 


A news story about Kidco’s 
success attracted the attention 
of the San Diego office of the 
state tax authority. 
Kidco's officers were ordered 
to appear with their corporate 
records and discuss the fact 
they have no sales permit and 
have not been collecting the 6 
per cent state sales tax. 


Richard appeared with his 
board, sisters Ne-Ne, 9, vice 
president; Bette, 11, secretary, 
and half sister June Cole. 14, 
treasurer. All wore cowboy 
hats and boots. 


Richard argued that manure 
should be untaxed “because my 
dad already paid the tax when 
he bought the horse feed, and 
you shouldn’t have to pay 
another tax just because the 
horse ate it.” 


In a 45-minute closed mee­ 
ting. senior tax representative 
Bill Atwell rejected Richard’s 
argument, saying state law 
specifically taxes fertilizer 
sales, except to farmers. But he 
agreed to give the children six 


months to get the proper per­ 
mits and waive back taxes and 
penalties if the children keep 
records and pay taxes on non- 
agricultural sales in the future.

Nobody wants to hear 
his side of the story, 
according to Don King

NEW YORK (UPI) — Don King says nobody wants to hear his side. 
He has been accused of giving boxing a kick in the kioneys plus a black eye as 
an outgrowth of a federal grand jury investigation into charges of extortion, 
kickbacks and falsification o* fighters’ records surrounding the U S Boxing 
Championships he promoted. 
Don King is unhappy over some of the things which have been said and writ­ 
ten about him lately, including a recent column written by me. Under our legal 
system, he says, even an accused man is allowed to speak in his own defense, 
and he's right about that. 


When I was asked whether I’d come to his office and listen to his side, I said, 
sure, and when I got there, Don King said he'd answer any or all questions. He 
did, and here’s how the questions and answers went: 
Q. First of all. are you saying your hands are clean in all this? 
A Absolutely. I categorically deny any wrong-doing That goes for any 
kickbacks or any involvement in fixed fights. Whatever other charges have 
been leveled at me are asinine and ridiculous. 
Q. What about some of the men who worked for you in the tournament, like 
Pat Flood and Al Braverman? How do you feel about some of the allegations 
against them9 


A. Flood and Braverman are my advisers and consultants. I’m not a boxing 
man, so in an undertaking of this kind I needed people who knew boxing. I was 
going to pay them $20,000 apiece to advise me and help make the tournament a 
success. My feeling about them is they are innocent until proven guilty. If they 
are proven guilty, then they have to answer for it. Nobody who was associated 
with me can tie me up in any way. By acquiescence, by tacit agreement or any 
other way. I have not shared in any revenue — if there ever was any to begin 
with. 
Q In other words, you’re not guilty of anything that may come out of this in­ 
vestigation? 
A The only thing I’m guilty of is trying to do something for America, trying 


to contribute something to boxing, which has been so good to me. The tourna­ 
ment has been suspended and I’d like to see it resumed because I believe in it 
with all my heart. I want to contribute something that has purpose and mean­ 
ing toward a better America. 
Q. How do you feel about the personal attacks on your character? 
A Saddened and hurt. 1 resent when they say ‘he’s a con man.’ I have never 
tried to hide my past, the fact I was a numbers man and that I was in prison, 
but I think it is totally unfair when they bring it up in a demeaning and 
derogative way. I served my time; I paid my debt to society, but in one fell 
swoop of the pen, they reduced me to what I was ... 
Q. You feel you helped boxing then? 
A I most certainly do. I brought a refreshing breeze to it and put it on a new 
stage I provided entertainment, made it something with appeal again for the 
little guy in the street as well as for presidents, kings and shahs. ... I love box­ 
ing For me,»it’s a labor of love. 
Q How much money have you made from it? 
A Millions — for others I haven’t made much for myself. I consider myself 
rich, though Rich with people. 
Q Didn’t you get $1.5 million from ABC-TV for putting this tournament 
together? 
A. I was not making any money on this tournament. I worked myself to the 
bone — for free, that's right, for nothing — because I believed in the concept. 
I’m a farmer. I planted my seeds today for the harvest of tomorrow. I paid 
fighters more than anybody’s ever paid them. So what happened? I was going 
against the system Now people like those who run Madison Square Garden 
want to get rid of me. The whole thing is an economic problem, nothing more. 
Q. What made you get into boxing in the first place? 
A When I was 16.1 went into the Golden Gloves in Cleveland. Some of the 
pros where I trained told me a black couldn’t make it in boxing unless he did 
business, took orders, took a dive. I said to myself if I aver got in a positkmiLi, 
would do everything I could to clean it up.

For example, the Secret Service was 
asked to stop flying the presidential 
limousine all over the country.

After studying his requests, the Secret 
Service informed Carter they could 
reduce their visibility at the White House 
but they could do little to alter their 
protective procedures when the presi­ 
dent is traveling The Secret Service 
agreed to curtail the use of the car plane 
as much as possible 


Carter has also instructed his cabinet 
members to cut back on the perquisites 
of their offices 
He has suggested 
specifically that they do less riding 
around in their limousines and that they 
fly on commercial airlines whenever 
possible. 


Among the agencies that have been 
ordered to cut back on the use of official 
automobiles, incidentally, is the Secret 
Service itself. All the top officials drive

all times in case of emergency. 
DEFECTIVE AUTOMOBILES - 
Buried in the confidential files of the 
Transportation Department is evidence 
that more than one-third of the 
automobiles on the road have dangerous­ 
ly defective brakes. Yet a shocking 
percentage of automobile repairs, in­ 
cluding the work done on brakes, is un­ 
necessary. 
The Federal Trade Commission, 
alarmed over shoddy and unnecessary 
auto repairs, is trying to pry the con­ 
fidential information out of the Tran­ 
sportation Department. But the commis­ 
sion has been stymied so far, according 
to informed sources, by Republican tran­ 
sportation officials who have tried to 
block the investigation. In fact, they 
have warned staff members bluntly not 
to talk to anyone from the Federal Trade 
Commission. 
We have obtained the confidential 
findings, nevertheless, of five federal 
diagnostic centers, which have inspected 
100.000 cars before and after they were 
repaired by private mechanics. Nearly 
35 per cent of the cars examined had 
defective brakes. “In states without in­ 
spection. such as Alabama,” the con­ 
fidential study declares, “the total 
failure rate can be as high as 96 per cent, 
while the brake failure rate was 50 per 
cent.” 
Explained one official: “The inspec­ 
tion in many states is just Mickey 
Mouse. That’s why so many unsafe 
brakes go undetected.” 
The centers also found that nearly one- 
third of the repairs at service stations, 
car dealers, chain stores and garages 
were either incompetent or unnecessary. 
Thus, consumers waste 32 cents of every 
dollar they spend to fix their cars This 
adds up to a staggering $10 billion a year 
across the nation. 
In the Alabama center, for example, 
an incredible 61 per cent of the repairs on 


brake discs were unneeded. The figures 
were only slightly lower for other 
repairs, such as 43 per cent of the brake 
linings and 42 per cent of the shock ab­ 
sorbers. 
The diagnostic centers were created 
by Congress in 1972, but the Nixon Ad­ 
ministration opposed federal interven­ 
tion in the auto repair business. 
T h e r e f o r e 
the 
R e p u b lic a n a d ­ 
ministrators, highways chief John Snow 
and assistant secretary William Hef- 
felfinger, tried to block the program, say 
inside sources. 
First they delayed the contracts for 
long periods. Then they clamped a lid on 
the kind of repair information that could 
be sought. “They prevented us from get­ 
ting a lot of important data.” com­ 
plained on participant. 
But the new highway chief, Joan 
Claybrook, told us she will open her files 
to the FTC. which wants to use them to 
crack down on auto repair ripoffs. 
Footnote: Heffelfinger told our as­ 
sociate Howie Kurtz that he wasn’t 
responsible for the program but “was 
o n ly 
p u s h i n g 
a d m i n i s t r a t i v e 
paperwork.” Snow denied trying to un­ 
dermine the program but added: “I 
stand behind whatever limitations were 
placed on the study.”

and Chou 


I wrote in this space last week that the 
discovery by the Carter Administration 
of a secret memorandum of a conversa­ 
tion between President Nixon and 
Premier Cho En-lai in 1972 revealed that 
Nixon promised in his second term to 
“normalize” relations with China and 
that this meant abandoning Taiwan. My 
c o m m e n t a r y 
was 
based on a front-page 
story in the New York 
Times. 
Mr. Henry Kissinger 
has advised me that 
the story is substan­ 
tially misleading and 
my 
c o m m e n t s 
therefore unjust. 
The crux of the ques­ 
tion is: what does 
“ normalize” 
mean? 
T he 
C a r t e r 
Ad­ 
ministration, and in­ 
deed most commentators, appear to 
agree that it means the severance of 
United States diplomatic and military 
relations with Taiwan. Were this to hap­ 
pen, the mainland Chinese would be free 
to mount a military campaign against 
Taiwan to force unification. 
Another view of “normalization" — 
and this was the view, Mr. Kissinger in­ 
sists. of the Nixon Administration — ac­ 
cepts the withdrawal of diplomatic 
recognition of Taiwan but only if 
mainland China pledges to limit itself to 
peaceful means of attempting reunifica­ 
tion. “We never once went beyond the 
language of the Shanghai Communique,” 
he advised me. The memorandum con­ 
cerning Nixon’s initiatives during the se­ 
cond term meant merely that not until 
1973 would it be possible to mOve toward 
normalization. 
Now here is the relevant language 
from the Shanghai Communique That 
document was in two parts: the first a 
statement by the United States, the se­ 
cond a statement by the Chinese. Our 
o^n statement asserted that there is 
“but one China, and that Taiwan is a part 
of China.” But it went on to say. “ (the 
U.S.) reaffirms its interest in a peaceful 
settlement of the Taiwan question by the 
Chinese 
themselves.” The operative 
word here is “peaceful." “With this 
prospect in mind, it affirms the ultimate 
objective of the withdrawal of all U.S. 
forces and military installations from 
Taiwan. In the meantime it will progres­ 
sively reduce its forces and military in­ 
stallations on Taiwan as the tension in 
the area diminishes.” 
Presumably — by the Kissinger 
analysis — if tension did not diminish, 
there is no requirement that the United 
States desert its military installations or 
rescind its defense treaty. Tension would 
hardly dimmish if China was preparing 
an amphibious operation. 
The Chinese took a different position in 
Shanghai, succinctly stated in a single 
sentence: “The liberation of Taiwan is 
China's internal affair.” 
After the reelection of Mr. Nixon, at a 
meeting with a Chinese official, the 
Secretary of State asked for a commit­ 
ment to peaceful means of attempting to 
effect the union The Chinese declined to 
make such a representation, whereupon 
the United States froze its present posi­ 
tion Normalization was for that reason 
— not on account of Watergate — put in 
abeyance. And the memorandum 
allegedly unearthed by the Carter Ad­ 
ministration for the first time last week 
was actually reviewed as early as last 
February by Secretary Vance.. 


Here. then, is the question as it 
crystallizes. If the Nixon Administration 
viewed a commitment to peaceful over­ 
tures to Taiwan by the mainland Chinese 
as a precondition to normalization, is the 
Carter Administration willing to stand 
by the precondition*» Or is the Carter Ad­ 
ministration prepared now to go beyond 
what Nixon promised — by adopting in 
effect the Chinese position in this mat­ 
ter9 If the Carter Administration is 
preparing to do this, is it ttying to set up 
public opinion by advertising, incorrect­ 
ly. that it is going no further than Nixon 
himself was secretly prepared to go? 


But surely that is to run a great risk 
Because physically present at the crucial 
meeting with Chou En-lai were: Nixon 
and Kissinger, both of whom are very 
much alive. And there is the secret 
memorandum, which Carter is in a posi­ 
tion to adduce. Perhaps the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee has 
already seen it. 


Certainly the question is one that ought 
to be resoived; and. for once, we have a 
question that should be easy to resolve. 
The memorandum should be published, 
and a national debate should then 
proceed. 


I am inclined to believe Mr. Kis­ 
singer's version not only because he is a 
friend, but because in 1968 it was he who 
told me that impending plans by Defense 
Secretary Clark Clifford to ditch the 
Thieu government would “signal to the 
world that to be an enemy of the United 
States may be dangerous, but to be a 
friend of the United States is fatal.” The 
man who framed that thought would 
presumably not be a willing party to the 
betrayal of Taiwan
